has been one long to be remembered.

Grand President's Report. 

To the Delegates of the Sixth Annual and 
Third Biennial Convention of the Na- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers of America, 

Greeting:— It would be difficult to go 
beyond the most general remarks without 
infringing on the rights of those who have 
kindly consented to take part in the pre- 
liminary program attending the opening 
of this convention. According to the cus- 
tom, not in the breech, but in the observ- 
ance, I extend to you a warm fraternal 
greeting. 

After the close of the Detroit convention 
two years ago, I found it necessary to 
change my address from the extreme 
Southwestern portion of the ^o'lntry to a 
more central location. As sc\)n as I was 
able to arrange my affairs in Laredo, 
Texas, I proceeded to Chicago. Prior to 
leaving Texas I found it necessary to \'isit 
Local Union No. .60, their affairs having 
gotten in a deplorable condition. On the 
advice of our Grand Secretaaj', I stopped 
over in St. Louis to adjust differences of 
minor importance then existing at that 
})oint. On my arrival in Chicago„'after 
spending a few days inquiring into the 
condition existing there at that time, I 
found it necessary to do some practical 



work. No. 9 was the only Union of the 
Brotherhood in the locality; its member- 
ship was about sixty-five. The Union bad 
no representation in any of the central 
bodies and was practically isolated from 
the labor movement. The city's depart- 
ment of electricity were employing about 
sixty-five linemen and three of their num- 
ber were members of the Union. The 
bulk of our membership were employed by. 
the Commonwealth Electric Company and . 
the Long Distance Telephone. >While the 
Street Car companies, although employing 
very few men, were taking care of a num- 
ber of our best members. My first effort 
was to unionize the city work, which, bfter 
considerable effort and several interviews 
with the Mayor and City Electrician, in 
which I was ably supported by an ener- 
getic committee of the union, that much 
1 desired result was accomplished. We also 
■J succeeded in getting an advance of twenty- 
five cents per day with the promise of an 
additional twenty-five cents as soon as the 
appropriation would permit, ' and I am 
pleased to say the promise was faithfuUy 
kept, and to-day, linemen working for 
Chicago's department of electricity, are 
receiving three dollars per day for eight 
hours work. At my suggestion the union 
made application for membership in the 
Chicago Federation of Labor. This appli- 
cation was rejected, however, through the 
efforts of an Independent anion, known as 
the Electrical Mechanics. We did not ac- 
cept no for an answer, however, and taking 
the matter up with President Gompers of 
the .Aimerican Federation of Labor, we 
were afterwards admitted. ' ' 

In August, 1S98, I organized the Arc 
Light Trimmers. They now compose 
Union No. 49. They also have delegates 
Rp«t.ed !» the loc-^l branch of the American 
Federation of Labor. Later I succeeded 
in organizing the underground linemen 
and cable splicers, now a prosperous union, ' 
and during the latter part of the month of 
.\ugust, this year, I brought together six- 
teen inside wiremen, forming the nuclous 
of a union with which we hope to replace 
the Independent organization before re- 
ferred to. 

The National Brotherhood, with her four 
unions and over three hundred members, 
is now both recognized and identified with 
C*i'fago'r. labor movement, snd made a 
creditable showing in last Labor Bay 
parade, a thing that had not occurred 
since the unfortunate year of 1893. 

On June i, 1896, Union No. i, of St. 
Louis were forced to declare a strike in 
order to get a renewal of their agreement 
with the Electrical Exchange of that city. 
At the same time they made a demand for 
an increase in wages of fifty cents per'daj-. 
After a bitterly contested struggle, extend- 
ing over five weeks, they were successful 
in both demands. The union, beUeviag 
they were entitled to strike benefits from 
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tke Natkmal organization, sabmitted a 
statement accompanied by a bill of |5S6. 
A aaajority of tbe BxecotiTC board, bow- 
ever, were of the opinion that tbe nnioa 
was Bot entitled to tbe claim and it was 
refaaed. Upon the reqnest of tbe nnioa I 
later •obmttted the matter to the B. B. in 
the form of an appeaL It was again re- 
fiiaod,»nd u anbrnitting Out matter to this 
Coaventiea I desire to recmnmend an in- 
qiuty it^ tbe justness of tbe daim, and if 
jast that it be paid. 

Ob Angost ist, 1898. Union No. 3, also 
of St, Iionis, went oat on a strike for a 
thtce-dellar wage scale. The battle was 
w«c^ fiercely for «gl|t long weeks, bat 
iUi£ort»iiatcl7 in tbe end tbe anion was 
foBocd to mccmnb. In the second week of 
this stnbe,. ftpoe . tbe nrf^eat reqaest of 
otteers and atembets of Unions No. 3 and 
I, also «epreseatatives of tbe Building 
Trades Coaacil and Central Labor Union, 
I waat to St. 1,0018. I foond that tbe 
UnioB bad cm«Ued about foor handled 
aiw ii b s r i. TlMre was an abaadanee <tf en- 
thniiaia) in tlw rnaks, and tbe indications 
far wiasiag seemed good. Recognition in 
this case had also been refused by a ma- 
jority of the E. B. I wrote Grand Secre- 
tai7 Sherman my obso-vation and submit- 
ted an appeal - to each membo: of the 
Board: 

The ca Has appeal stood three for 
aadthfee aguaat, one member failing to 
Tote. I cenfideatly beUeve had this a^>eal 
becB granted tbe strike would have been 
wen. .1 waa sevetdy criticised by tbe 
Graad'Secrtfary for my action in No. 3's 
case, and: whether I erred or not, becomes 
a qne^os for this Conventioa to decide. 

SM-ly in the year 1898, 5 G. V. P. D. B. 
Mclatyre tendered his resignation. Upon 
tbe ccqoMt of his union I appmnted J. T. 
Kelly to fill the vacancy. A majority of 
the B. B., however, rinsed to appnyve tbe 
appoiatment, and later I submitted the 
name <^ Bro. S. M. Keeble. Upon the re- 
signation of -i;G. V. P., Eugene Rash, at 
tbe instigation of Union No. 6, 1 submitted 
tbe name of B.. P. (Sale. The two officers 
have been energetic in their duties since 
tbeir appointmeat. 

While we have grown considerable in the 
pest two years, our growth has not been as 
gratifying in results as. it should be owing 
to a lack in effortsat organizing. I recom- 
mend that, the snm of Two Thousaad Dol- 
lars be expended in this respect during the 
MHaiiig year. 

'Daring the month of -Octob^, :S98, at 
the request of the union, and upon the ad- 
vice of the Grand Secretary, I went to In- 
dianapolis and in company with a commit- 
tee from Union No. 10, visited the General . 
Manager of the Independent Telephone 
Compsjiy. The question of an agreement 
between the anion and the management 
was discussed, and later tbe agreement 
waa drawn up and signed, giving to the 



employees an increa$« ot.twe?ttf.4vc euaU 
in wages per day xrne: t.n(i above the 
amoont patd ' by the' Bell Company. The 
Edgniug of this agreement wis the meass 
of getting & »mi]ar raise from the Bell 
O^pacy later. While in Isdianapolia we 
called -an open mectiag. SeVexal speak- 
ers, including the'State ■Commiadoatx of 
Labor, addressed, tlj^e m^eiiss, «»i bj re- 
quest, of. the unioa I granted aa open 
charter for thirty ^ys. HiC>esalt of this 
open meeting bad « good effect. 

There is another yery impturtaat recom- 
mendation which I would like this Conven- 
tion to con.si£lcr, «nd that is the 'importance 
of keeping ourselvin^ tnore^claqe{y identi- 
fied with the geaeral .labor. - aio^r^ent, 
oatic^ally as well as loca%^ - la^coaaec- 
tion with this fact I urgently reMawead 
membership in the Natiosta! Building 
Trades Council, of which H. W, Bteinbyss 
' of St. Louis is. General Secretary. This 
matter isof vital importance to that hranch 
of our trade, the " ioside wireaieB." 

i also recOtiim^ad that Uh» X^anveatkMi 
provide for ^he sending et^^gattt to the 
American Federatimi of Labor aad the 
National Buildihg Trades Conndl at tbeir 
coming conventiot^. ladividwtl effort on 
the part of an organization is as futile in 
the accomplisbm^t of its objects as single 
effort .on the part ef the individbel.

STRIKES. 

There have been more strikes during 
the last two years than in the six years pre- 
vious. On May 4th, 1898, Local No. 1, of 
St. Louis, Mo., sent a communication to the 
General office that they would submit an 
agreement to the contractors of St. Louis 
calling for an eight-liour day and three- 
dollars. This was submitted to the £. B. 
the following members voting not to sanc- 
tion any strike: Wissinger, Forbes, Gould. 



Sherman, Adams; Grand President Malo- 
ney voting in tUgflfS.rmative.^. This refusal 
caused .sonic dissatisfaction' and perka|re 
hard feeling on the part of some. There 
was not a man . on the E. B. but what 
wished Ko. i success, and they were suc- 
cessful after an eight weeks' Si^rike. After 
winning the strike they submitted a bill of 
S512 to each member of the E. B. AH 
voted not to allow except Grand President 
Maloney. Before this strike they had re- 
quested that their -per Capita tax be re- 
scinded to the amount of sixty dollars, on 
account pf a former strike with the Kinloch 
Tel. Co. This sixty dollars was allowed. 
They then sent notice in to the General 
office that all per capita tax woul<} be paid, 
under protest. 

The next strike was No. 3, of St. Louis. 
They submitted a communication to the 
E. B. asking their sanction for a strike. 
The entire E. B., with the exception of 
Grand President Maloney, voted "No." 
He submitted a minority report aiid went 
to St. Louis to conduct the strike. When 
No. 3 went out there were thirty members 
in good standing out of the hundreds in 
St. Louis. While there, Grand President 
Maloney asked for S400 from the General 
Fund. This was refused. The vote stood. . 
Sherman, Forbes, Maloney — Yes; Adams, 
Rush, Wissinger, Gould — No. 

The next strike, No. 18, Kansas City, 
a local foilgbt against great odds for eleven 
weeks and asked no aid from the Brother- 
hood. They succeeded in getting thirty 
cents per hour for eight hours. The line- 
men in Detroit succeeded in getting a raise 
of eight dollars per month with no aid from 
the General fund. Buffalo, N. Y., No. 41, 
succeeded iii getting an eight hour day and 
thirty cents per hour. "No aid from the 
Brotherhood. Locals No. 38 and 39 of 
Cleveland; 0.,'had wages raised from $2 2« 
to $2.30. Local No. 44, of Rochester, N. 
v., from S3.00 to $2.50. No. 26 of Wash- 
ington succeeded in getting three dollars 
per day and eight hours work. This local 
sent the agreement they wanted signed. I 
was out of town and the answer was de- 
layed. ' This has been a trying term in this 
way, but in all cases 1 have endeavoied to 
act on the principle of equal rights to all. 
I hope some action will be taken at this 
convention that will regulate controversy 
between the employee and employer ; 
sovncthiag in'.pUcil I;; tlic torittiiuiion hy 
which strikes can be gove.-ned. There ai'e 
a great many cases of iroubte that could be 
settled by the local officers thereby saving 
a great amount of monc y. I would there- 
fore suggest that no grand officer be sent 
until the second week of a strike. This 
will do aw^y with lots of petty quarrels. 
The amount of money spent in the last two 
yi:ars in assisting locals in strikes and tights 
. for eight hours, etc., is $945.50. .

On April 22d, i8g8,the Electric Lighting 



commission of Detroit locked but the trim- 
mers. Grand Vice-President Forbes sub- 
mitted the matter to the E. B., who voted 
to sustain the trimmers. Brother Forbes 
condticted this strike, which lasted to May 
26th.

The cost of printing 
has been $2,095.00. Amount of money re- 
ceived for advertisements, S584.57. The 
size of the paper has increased from six- 
teen pages to twenty-four. How well, it 
has been edited I leave to the best judg- 
ment of our members. I have done the 
very best I could with my limited knowl- 
edge of newspaper work. I am convinced 
that the advertisements could be made to 
pay the cost of publishing the Worker in 
the future. Shortly after taking office I 
received a letter from W. N. 'Gates; of 
Cleveland, telling me he had a conti'act 
with our late secretary and would like to 
renew it again. 1 foolishly entered into an 
agreement and in less than six months saw 
that I had made a mistake and i would 
suggest in the future the members of the' 
Brotherhood solicit their own ads. By 
this means the cost of the Worker ran be 
reduced. 

EXPENSES OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD. 

H. W. Sherman, Grand Secretary — May 
20th I was asked to go to Toledo, O., as 
they anticipated trouble with the Traction 
Company of Toledo. After going there I 
found nothing could be accomplished, as 
the outside men refused to stand fay the in- . 
side wiremen. Expenses ior this trip were 
S24.00. 

Teb. 4th, 1899, I was called to New York 
to settle diilerences between No. 12 and 
No. 3. After staying there several days I 
came to the conclusion it would take time 
to gain any ground on Manhattan Island 
and determined to wait. This trip cost 
me S26.00. 

May 15th I was asked to come to Cleve- 
land to adjust dififerences between Local

signed by the contractors, granting jOur- - 
neymen wiremen a fair day's wages for a 
fair day's work), we ahould have -some 
protection to help u» hold what we have 
fought so hard to attain. The contractors " 
of our city agree to hire none but union 
men and to pay union wages, consequently 
they must figure contracts accordingly; 
and when our contractors figure on a wage 
scale of 33;^ cents per hour, outside con- 
tractors from our sister cities can figure on 
• wage scale of 15 to ijji cents an hour. ' 
Now, how can we offer any. protection from ' 
those outside contractors when they can 
send their men into our city for .5 or loc. ' 
car fare on the trolley cars? What is want- 
ed is, locals in those citiess Make a start 
and the. men will come in after a whiles 
No. 7 would never be where she stands to- 
day if it were not for the linemen, or out- 
side men, as we call them. They have 
been the backbone of the local, and at first*' 
only one or two inside men were members, 
but the outside men kept the ball rolllng- 
and now we have about all the inside laeB 
in the city. Much credit is due the -outr 
side men for the struggle they made to 
build up our local, so if a local of inside 
men cannot be started, just get the line-

Chicago, Nov. 8, 1899. 
Editor Electrical Worker: 

Has a laboring man any voice in public 
affairs outside of his vote? 

Has he influencr enough, brain enough, 
judgment enough to express an opinion 
upon public questions? 

Does the public press seek the opinion 
of rich men upon all public questions sim- 
ply because they are rich? 

These questions seem to be apt and per- 
tinent in view of the fact that there is 
being agitated here in Chicago. the erection 
of an exposition building upon Lake Front 
Park. The press has sought the opinion 
of many wealthy citizens, reputable busi- 
ness men and lawyers, but not once have 
they sought the opinion of one laboring 
man. 

It is proposed to erect a building on the 
People's property worth a million dollars 
per acre. A great deal of this land will 
have to be filled in and built up and the 
expense of such improvement must be 
borne by all the people, rich and poor 
alike. 

The wealthy men of this city want the 
people to give the land, and the million- 
aires will erect the buildings thereon to be 
used for exposition purposes. If we re-, 
member correctly, in the last legislature 
such a propkisition was made and was de- 
feated. It was proposed to have the legis- 
lature give the land necessary for the 
accommodation of several buildings and 
the rich men of the city would put up the 
buildings and draw five per cent, interest 
on their money thus invested. Private in- 



dividnals were to control the buildiiags, 
take iii ~ail.' moneys and p$Ly out the same. 
They were to say how much should be 
charged as entrance fees for all citizens 
whenever an: exposition was on or an en- 
tertainment was running, they were to 
charge admission to all museums and have 
no free days of admission. The present 
law requires that all children be admitted 
to museums in our public parks every 
school day and adults to be admitted free 
on two days in each week. Yet these build- 
ings are on the people's land. Think what 
a proposition this is. If the concession de- 
manded was granted, the land given for 
use and buildings erected thereon, and you 
or 1 wanted to visit these buildings erec- 
ted upon our land — what condition would 
confront us? We would have to pay each 
time we entered a building and pay the 
price of admission demanded by these rich . 
private individuals. These rich men would 
get in free of charge. Thiey are stockhold- 
ers and further than that they would be 
putting part of our money into their pock- 
ets as interest money on their patriotic in- 
vestment. What does this rich man get ? 
He gets my land, interest on his money, 
fine club rooms for stockholders, and a 
beautiful buffet smoker, where we at a dis- 
tance might behold him puffing away his 
fine Havana cigars at 25c. apiece. 

It is estimated that the land asked for is 
worth $20,000,000. And why don't these 
merchants and millionaires buy the land 
necessary to erect these beautiful build- 
ings? Because they consider it more 
business like to use the land belonging to 
the people and have the people build it up 
for them, sod it and plant it with trees, 
erect a sea wall and-create beautiful walks, 
and then give 4t to the business men for 
their use, and this use to continue until 
these men say they have all their money 
back and that the people owe them noth- 
ing more. Then I suppose we can have 
back our lands with a few old buildings 
thereon unfit for use^ 

If the press would only ask a few labor- 
ing men what they think of the proposition 
to erect exposition buildings upon Lake 
Front Park, to be controlled by private in- 
dividuals it will be possible to get a proper 
and a true consensus of public opinion. 

We all want to help our business men. 
The merchant class build our business 
blocks and we build up the merchant clasc. 
Since they want our parks free of charge 
for private use, since they in general get 
what they want, we do think it fair that we 
should be asked to give a free opinion, free 
of charge along with the opinion of the 
rich and that the public press will under- 
stand that we are able to speak for our- 
selves and that it would be both polite and 
fair if we are asked by our journals to do so. 



We are very anxious to have the city 
pay ui our back salary allowed by the city 



council which we have not-received for the 
first three months of this year. We are 
obliged to hire some agent and beg that 
which should be paid us without the ask- 
ing. It is a pity and a slander upon our 
city that we are kept so long out of our 
money. 

I am of the opinion that the beat we can 
do is to have our attorney sue the city and 
get judgments for our money.' Then sell 
thiesc judgments to' the new municipal 
pawn shop at one per cent, discount. We 
may then have some Christmas money. 
This process will cost us nothing. The 
city will allow the judgments =to be entered 
and waive an appeal by signed stipulation 
to that effect. Our attorney will. get his 
fee from the city under the laws of this 
state. This would be far more satisfactory 
to all the members of the union to pay 
18 cents for each member as discount as I 
have proposed, ttian to pay out S4.00 apiece 
as is at present proposed to obtain judg- 
ment. The city is paying gas bills by 
judgment ; it pays damages in civil cases 
by judgment ; it pays contractors by judg- 
ments and all these judgments are ob- 
tained by suits. Surely the city authorities 
will allow the poor, hard working laboring 
boys to bring a friendly suit, obtain judg- 
ments and in this way secure the money 
due us since the first of this year. 

Venus is smiling upon the boys of our 
union. Last week Bro. Walter Oempsey 
was .married to Miss McDonelan, of Colby, 
Kan. Miss McDonelan is finely educated 
and was graduated from the Normal school 
of her county. She pursued a special 
course in the State University and is a lady 
of the highest culture and attainments. 
She is accomplished in music and has 
studied painting. The members of our 
j^iOu congratulaie both bride and groonK 
Bro. Dempsey is one of our best members 
and nothing is too good for him.

As I neglected my duty last month I will 
try and ntone for it now. Business in our 
line has been exceptionally good the last 
few months. All the boys are working and 
several visiting brothers, but lei me say 
li^h: hi-.c lhat anyone without a card 
would do well to keep away from the Ala- 
mo City. The inside men took advantage 
of the present prosperity and asked the 
bosses to share it with them by giving 
them S2.80 per day, instead of S2.50. as 
heretofore. The contractors were inclined 
to be stubborn at first and wanted more 
time to think it over, so last Monday all 
the inside men (with the exception of those 
employed by Wm. G. Schuwirth & Co.)- 
laid off so that their employers might have 
time to think matters over, and as a result 
they went back to work the next day at 
the new scale of wages. Schuwirth & Co. 
have always been the first ones to comply 
with any reasonable demands that were 
ever made upon them. 

When I write my letter to the Worker 
next month I hope to be able to tell you 
that the linrmen have fallen in line and 
are getting more money and shorter hours. 
They ought to be able to go one better 
than the inside men if they would just get 
together and go at it in a businesslike nja?;. 
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aetr I am tadsfodtbat^ outcome would 
be all rigbt, ' ' 

The ttreet-car men are very much alive 
here, but just at the present time the cars 
themselves are very dead. Last night the 
cars were palled into the sheds as usual, 
bat this ^EK^i^^ tlxy {ailed to come out; 
tbat was because the raotormen and con* 
dttcton had all.gose oat (on a strike). 
They have at last realized that they were 
being forced out at the little end . of the 
bom, while the company were in full pos- 
session of the big end.' At the present rate 
it would only be a matter of time until the 
company had the who(^ thing and they 
would be left out in the cold. Winter is

As I predicted in my 
ia§t letter,, the. iioemrn here ^cnt out for 
$3 . per day and Bine hours, and also in 
sympathy with the .. street . railway . em- 
ployees. The. streetcar hoyswere^ut four 
days before we went out; and the strike 
lasted two days longer, when the street 
railway employees coippromised on $1.50 
per day nine hours, all strikers tc be re- 
tained in the position they occupied before 
ttw strike. I' forget to .say diat all the 
trimmers,' .troublemec, Jampmen and meter 
men went 'Out with us, and all woe an in- 
crease in salary and reduct'ion in hours. 

V/e had one of tbe bcst-coKii:ct«d strikes 
that has ever been-TerJorded. Everything 
was completely tied up. We cciyhad one 
scab, whose rtame is CharlesXjinter, a Ger- 
man, about five IpH eight ittches in height, 
heavy set, and idiiffk bair -and mustadie.. 
Remember him,'bru(her5, and if you ever 
run against him, ypu know, the rest. 

As all the trimmers were out, . there was 
no one to trim the arc lights. We wanted 
the sympathy of business men and wanted 
to do what was ri^t, so we. sent two of the 
trimmers out with their working cards 
stuck in. their hnt-hands to trim the com- 
mercial circGit, so that the business.houses 
would not suSer, .but the street lamps were 
left untrimmed. Too much credit can not 
be given to our mayor. Marshal Hicks and 
Alderman George Surk.ey, whc- were un- 
tiring in their efforts to bring »bout a set- 
tlement of the strike -in our favor, and it 
was principaliy due to thera that organized 
labor won so great a victory. 

During 'he strike we added twenty-seven 
aew msfr.'oers to -imr. local. How is "that, 



brothers, for three days? Qm^^fs^at, 
Bro. MtElroy, chairman of ' t$^i%osff^ 
coouMttee, had to leave for^.^MMi^^^9n 
while tbe 4gbt was on. Tlits-MrMt^oursw;-
